sovereign Irish nation, makes to the 
government of Great Britain and to 
the governments of the other states 


»e Britisb commonwealth and to 
peoples of Great Britain and of 


these several states the 
following 
proposal for a treaty of amity and 
association which the Dail Eireinn 
is convinced coulfl be entered into 
by the Irish people with the sinceri- 
ty and good will "

Tnat is one great advantage they 


have over tfirv nations which now 
dominate the eartTi.-When you saw 
Great Britian you mean a govern- 
ment, and governments have always 
been transient and troubled things. 
But when you say China or India 
you mean a people, solid and homo- 
geneous, and that is a thing as real 
and permanent as^a continent or an 
ocean. 


The reasons why these 
peoples 


persist, retain their racial identity 
and multiply, while the occidental 
nations lose their identity, and die 
out at the top, seem to be chiefly 
two. In the first place, they dp not 
go in for war and in the second 
place they have no talent for indus- 
try. 


War, as has been pointed out a 
great many times !n the last few 
years, really threatens the destruc- 
tion of western civilization. 
The 


Napoleonic wars weakened France 
enormously, and are said to have 
reduced 
the 
average 
height 
of 


Frenchmen 
several 
inches. 
The 


Franco-Prussian war was a further 
blow. Prance has not, in any line 
of 
human endeavor, reached 
the 


greatness she had before those wars. 


The civil war in its effect on our 


own South is orie of the most strik- 
ing examples of the result of pro- 
longed conflict. 
But all of these 


wars were minor affairs compared 
to the one just passed. 
"We know 
that it killed ten million good young 
men, that it crippled the principal 
European nations in every depart- 
ment of human endeavor, and that 
it left them all in a backwash of 
reaction by destroying the young 
blood which is the 
onlv 
possible 


source of progress; but its full ef- 
fects are yet to be seen. 
Further- 


more, these nations are now steadily 
moving toward another war, 
and 


one which will inevitably be far 
more destructive than 
the last. 


What will be their strength and 
status after the next world war? 


Meantime, the "inferior peoples" 


steadily refuse to impair their racial 
vitality by killing each other. 
The 


Chinese, for example, simply will 
not fight. They are supposed to be 
carrjing on a civil war now, but it 
is so mild that few men are killed in 
it, while communications and busi- 
ness are not interfered with. 
Dur- 


ing the World War 
the 
Chinese 


were used as laborers, but it was 
found impossible to make combat 
troops out of them. 
The Chinese 


in some respects show great cour- 
age, but tho murder of their fellow 
humans is simply a 
business 
for 


for which they have no stomach.

The Greeks named this 
attractive power "elektron" which in Greek 
means amber. Though the real nature of the 
force differed greatly from the early concep- 
tions of it, the name stuck which explains the 
presence today of the word "electricity" in 
the English language.

Chicago. Jan. 6.—Civilian flying In 
the Uni'ed States increased 20 per 
cent m 1921 over 
the preceding 
year, accoidmg to a review compiled 
by the Aeionautical Chamber of 
Commerce lor the Depaitment of 
Commeice at Washington. Twehe 
hundred aircraft \\cro operated by 
civilians duiing the last >ear, flying 
a total of moie than (5,500,000 miles 
and carrying approximately 275,000 
passengers. The figines are based 
on authenticated reports to the Ae- 
onautical Chamber of Commerce 
from all sections of the country. 


"In the last twelve months the 
aviation has outgrown romance and 
is now recognized as a practical art," 
says the re\iew. 
"The jear was 


crowded with important events, and 
government, state, municipal offi- 
cials and transportation experts are 
agreed that civilian aeronauticals 
must be developed for 
peaceful 
transport and as a reserve arm. of 
nation defense. 
"The 
United States Air Mail 


Service in 1921 made such a record 
for efficiency on the transcontmen 
tal route that it is recognized as a 
model for civilian aerial transport 
the world over. Letters have been 
delivered m New York two days af- 
ter causual mailing on the Pacific 
coast. The service has an average 
of 88.82 per cent efficiency, that is 
completed 
trips on schedule tirm 
since it was started in 1918. 
The 
air mail has during the last year 
completed its wireless commnuica 
tion system, the fourteen stations 
now having radio plants, three oper 
ated by the navv department and the 
others by the air mail service. Last 
February, a continuous flight, with 
night flying, was made between San 
Francisco and New York.
